feeble, the lims of his minde, 
that is to ſay, of the inward 
F4 man, 
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man, are nothing the ſtronger, 
It is decent and comely, that 
old men ſhould give them- 
{elvesto more pertect holineſle 
and devotion, than gther men, 
whom the flourifhing time of 
this world hath not as yet for- 
{aken. The example may bc 
oathered in wood, that even as 
the Tree 1s accounted naught 
and evill, which after it hath 
bloſſomed , bringeth forth no 
ood fruitz{o among men, he is 
a wicked and evill perſon, who 
when the flower of his youth 
is paſt, doth not in the old time 
of his body, bring forth ripe 
workes of good fruits. For 
what thing can be more ridicu- 
lous, than a mans 1ninde notto 
En- 
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endeavour to attaine ſtrength 
| and perfe&tion, when all the 
parts of his body (by ag6)are 
come to defection and cnd? 
When his eyes waxe dimme, 
lus cares hard of hearing , his 
head bald, his checks withered 
through lacke of bloud : when 
he beginneth to want his teeth, 
to have his breath ſtrong and 
carthy, his breaſt ſtuffed with 
phlegme , evermore troubled 
with the cough : and finally, 
when his legges doe faile un- 
der him as he gocth, by age, 
' and ſwelling with dilcales : the 
inward man that feeleth no 
age, being allo pained with the 
| lelfe ſame diſeaſes. And al! 
| theſe ſicknefles and infirmiti.”: 
reheat+ 
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rehearſed, are fignes and tokens 
before , that the houſe of this 
body ſhall ſhortly decay. 
What have we to doethen, 
while the end of this life draw- 
cth ſo faſt on? but that ſuch as 
are old, ſhould deſire to covet 
nothing elſe, than how they 
might ſooneſt obtaine the feli- 
city of the life to come. Forto | 
yong men, the end of their 
life is alway at hand and uncer- 
taine , but unto old men it is | 
more ripe and naturall, as alfo 
agrecable to their age. 
Wherefore a man muſt take 
heed of two things, which ne- | 
ver doe wax ould inhis fleſh, 
and doe draw the whole man 
unto finne : thatis to ſay, the

For the which cauſe, our 
Lord Iefus Chrift, in thetime 
of his being upon the earth in 
his fleſh, till the lawfull time 
and age of a teacher, that he 
ſhould teach, did ſerve and mi- 
niſter obedientty to his Pa- 
revts. Likewiſe chen, as gravi- 
ty, fadnefleand perfect godly 
manners, are looked for and

N this place followeth the r 
ſixt abuſc,namecly, a Lord or 

Maſter that is without vertue. | ? 


For it profiteth nothing to have 
power and authority , , or to 
rule, 1f the Maſter haue not in 
himſclfe, the dire& and order- 
ly ſway of vertue. Bur this ver- 
rue confiſteth not ſo much in 
the externe and outward 
ſtrength 
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ſtrength of the body, which is , 
very requiſite and neceſſary for 
ſuch as are worldly Rulers, as 
it isto be excrciſcd in the 1n- 
ward ſtrength, in good and 
vertugus manners. For often- 
times a man doth loſe the 
might and power to rulc, 
through 'the negligence of the 
inward part : as it appeared by 
El; the Prieſt, who while he 
puniſhed not his childrea with 
the rigorous and ſtraitrod of 
juſtice, when they did finne: 
God, (as one that would be 
revenged for their wickednefſe 
upon him) ſharpely puniſhed 
tum, as one that conſcnted to 

their naughtines. 
Theretore it is neceflary, 
H that 
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that Rulers have theſe three 
things in them, thatis to ſay, 
terror to be feared , good go- 
vernance, and love, For except 
the Governour be feared and 
loued, his ordinance and rulc 
cannot ſtand. Therfore through 
his goodnefſle and honeſt fami- 
liar conditions, let him procure 
to get the love of them which 
are under him, and alſo by juſt 
and diſcreet puniſhment. Not 
that he would or ſhould appear 
to revenge his owne quarel! 
or injuric : but that the tranſ- 
orefſion or breaking ofthe Law 
of God ,might be puniſhed,and 
ſoto be had infeare. 

Wherefore, while many pet- 
{ons doc depend and hang up- 
on 
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on him, he himſclte muſt alto- 
gcther depend and hang upon 
God, and cleave onely to him : 
who hath ſet him -1n that rule : 
who hath eſtabliſhed him, and 
made him tv be a ſtronger man, 
whereby to beare the burdens 
of many. For exceptabeame 
bee laid faſt and ſure, upon a 
ſtronger thing which is able to 
beare it, all thatis layd upon it 
ſhall fall downe:yea and it ſelfe 
alſo, through the very bigneſſe 
and weight of it ſelfe, ſhall fall 
to the ground with the burden 
thereof, So a Prince or Ruler, 
except he ſticke faſt to his ma- 
ker, both he himſelfe , and all 
that is with him doth quickly 
periſh,

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There bee ſome, who after 
they be ſet in authority, doe 
become better men, and doc 
cleave more neere to God, 
then they did before: and ſome 


are contrariwiſe thereby made. 


the worle, 

For Moſes after he was made 
Governour of the people, he 
had communication with God 
more familiarly than hee had 
before. But Sul the ſonne of 
Cis, after he was King,through 
his pride and diſobedience, 
highly finned and offended a- 
gainſt God. 

King Salomon,after he ſate in 
the ſeat of his Lord and fa- 
ther King David, God increa- 
ſed and made him rich with 

the 
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the gift of wiſedome, to go. 
verne over innumerable pco- 
ple. And contrariwiſe, after 
that Zerobearme the ſervant of Sa. 
lomon, had uſtrped part of the 
kingdome of the houſe of Da- 
vid, he turned tenne Tribes of 
the people of 1/raef, which 
were in the part of Samara, 
from the true and right worſhip 
ot God, to the wicked and di- 

velliſh worſhipping of Idols, 
By which examples, 1t is ap- 
parant and manifeſt, that ſome 
men when they doe come to 
dignity , doe grow more per- 
tet and better: and ſome a- 
gaine, through pride of their 
advancement ot | riſing up,doc 
tall and waxe worſe. By both 
H 3 the 
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the which is to be underſtood, 
that they which increaſe in 
g00dneſle, 4 doc it by the vertue 
and oodly diſpoſition of the 
minde, even by the onely help 
of God : and the other, that 
they doe fall by the weakeneſlc 
of the minde, through the neg- 
ligence and (mall regard they 
haveto vercue, W hich no man 
can have without the helpe of 
God. | 

The man that hath many 
things under him , whereof he 
hath charge, and hath not the 
ſtrength and vertue of the 
minde, isno way able to fulfill 
or performe what hee ſhould 
doe. For many things do bring 
with them many troubles and 
vexations, Ther- 
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Therefore let every man that 
is a Ruler,procure firſt with all 
induſtry of his minde, that in 
all things he may be ſure of the 
helpe of God, For if in his do. 
ings he have the Lord and Go- 
vernour of all Lords and Gu» 
vernours to his helper, no man 
can ſet light or deſpiſe his or- 
dinance and rule, becauſc there 
15no power but of God, He lif- 
teth up the poore and needy 
out of the very dunghill, and 
maketh him to fit with the 
Princes of his people. Likewiſe 
hee caſteth downe the mighty 
from their ſeate, exalting them 
which are meeke and lowly : 
that all the world might be 0- 
bedient unto God, & his glo 
only exalted. HH 4 The

Chap.7. 
A Chriſtian man full of brawline 
and contention. 


A Moſt irkeſome and perni- 

cious thing is this ſeventh 
abuſe, which now we have in 
hand : to wit, a Chriſtian man 
full of contention,who by faith 
and baptiſme, being a partaker 
and a bearer of the name of 
Chriſt, doth (againſt the ſay- 
ings and minde of Chriſt) de- 
light in pleaſures of the world, 
which 
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which are tranſitory, and doe 
daily fall away. Becauſe all 
manner of things for whicha 
man doth ftrive, doc cauſe the 
ſame ſtrife, either for the love 
that 1s borne to them, being a 
covetous delire for himſelfc,or 
for the loue of ſome other 
thing, which lyeth hid under 
an odious and hatcfull matter. 
As for example, warre , al- 
though it bee odious and an 
batctull thing, yctit is holden 
and maintained on both ſides 
with a bold and fierce courage, 
for the love and deſire which 
men have to winne the victory, 
and for the purchaſing of liber- 
ty. In like manner, many other 
things arc deſired and fought 
aftcr, 
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after, with contention, who 
may have them firſt before an- 
other : by no Icfle hatcfull and 
paincfull labour, yea and feare, 
than the other which: are got 
by moſt deteſtable warre. 

And therefore a man may 
perceive, there 15 no contenti- 
on but for that which is loved, 
that is to ſay, for a loving and 
a friendly reward, which fol.- 
lowcth to their minde after itis 
ended. Wholocver therefore 
ſtriveth for any. manner of 
= of this world , ſheweth 
evidently and plaincly, that he 
loveth. this world. 

How then doth the holy

neighbour, for whole ſake all

and fade away, cannot goc up |? 
with us to heaven. But our |" 
neighbour is heyre (as well as ſh 
we) of the kingdome which th 
ſhall never fayle : and therefore C 
we muſt love together one an- | 
other heartily. d 

For ſo much therefore as we | > 
ſhall not continug alway inthe i 
world, but ſhall fayle alſo with } 
the world : wearecommanded | | 
not to love the world, but our Þ® 
neighbor , becauſe (yea, be. h 
ing on earth) hee isa part and l 
portion of the heavenly king- 


dome, although he be among 
theſe low Elements, which 
makes 
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makes him worthy to be loved 
of all ſuch as are defirers of the 
heavenly blifſe : foraſmuch as 
inthe high Country, which is 
the kingdome of heaven, he 
ſhall be heyre with his bre- 
thren for ever. Forthis cauſe 
God doth forbid us to tove this 
world : leſt he which fo loveth, 
be ſcparared and made a ſtran- 
ger from the loue of God. That 
thing then ſhould not be ftri- 
ven for, which a man may not 
love, becauſe a man bearing the 
name of Chriſt, muſt ſee that 
he have alſo the ſclte-ſame or 
like manners in him,that Chriſt 
had. For no man can worthily 
be called a Chriſtian man, ex- 
cept he agree with Chriſt in 

man- 
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manner and good living. As 
touching Chriſt, the Prophet 
doth write of himſclfe thelc 
words. Beheld the child whom 
T have choſen, mine elech, my ſoult 
& well pleaſed in him : I will ſend 
ny ſpirit upon him. Hee ſhall not 
ſtrive, he ſhall not bee an onteryer, 
ner extend bis voice in the ſtreet. 

Behold, Chriſt doth not 
ſtrive or cry out : therefore it 
thou doe covet to bee like him 
in manners, ſtrive nor, leſt thou 
appcare to doe nothing, buta- 
buſe the name of Chrift in the 
Church. For God comman- 
deth them which follow him, 
ſaying, Be not ye called Maſters, 
for there is but one your Maſter, 
who us in heaven. And call ye nl

For 
ye are alrogether brethren : whom 
he commandeth ro make com- 
mon ſupplication, and prayer 
after this manner, Our father 
which art in heaven hallowed bee 
thy name,c3c.

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{pirit, who when he s outward. 
ly poore and needy, doth not 
inwardly cxtoll him ſclfe with 
a proud heart, for the lowli- 
neſſe of the minde ſhall doe 
more to the attaining of the 
kingdome of heaven, then the 
temporall poverty and lacke of 
worldly riches. For meek and 
lowly men poſleſſing riches, 
may be called poore in {ſpirit :

Chap. 9.

N Ow come we to a capital} 
abuſe indeed : namely, an 
unjuſt or a wicked King or 
Prince: fora King muſt not be 
wicked orunjuſt , but correQ 
and puniſh the wicked, and in 
his owne perſon defend and 
maintaine the dignity - of his 

name, 
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name. For by. the name of a 
King , is underſtood, that hee 
may rule well all his ſubjects

But how can he corre& and 
rebuke others, who doth not a- 
mend his own manners,it they 
be wicked? For in the righte- 
ouſneſle, and juſtice of a King, 
is his ſcate cxalted : and in the 
fidelity and truth of a prince, is 
his governement and rule eſta. 
bliſhed and made ſtrong, 
. The righteouſneſſe and ju- 
ſtice ofa King, is to oppreſle 
no man wrongfully by power: 
tw judge and give ſentence be- 
tweene man and man indiffe- 
rently, withqur affeQion of any 
perſon : to. defend ſtrangers, 
I4 - Or- 
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Orphate chilgrett , and: wid. 
dowes : to ſcextiat robbery and 
rheft raigne notin his Realme: 
to puniſh ftrditly "adulterous 
atid tornicating perſons : : not to 
promore and exalt ſuch 45 are 
wicked : to give no livin to 
luch as are unchaſte perfons, 
and f makers of Vitious paſtimes, 
to deſtroy out bf his land' al} 
that are ' wicked againſt God 
and” their Parchirs: © fuffer no 
murcherer or man' queller th 
live, much leffe ſnchas dockill 
either father brmibther : : to de- 
fend the charck'*'ro "comfort 
the Fore with deeds of chiti! 
*t6 take heed thit his Offi- 

cers under' him , bee juſt.' and 
99d men : to” have of his 
Coun- 
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Counſdl, ancient,wife.,/and fo. 
bermen : to grve no care to 
Saoth-ſayers, Witches, or En- 
chanters : not to keepe anger in 
his tomacke : to defend his 
Country juſtly and —_ a- 
eainſt adverſarics : to puthis 
whole truſt and confidetnn for 
allchings in God : netto be the 
prouder in heart, ifthings doe 
fucceed after tis minde, and to 
beare the contrary patiently: tO 
keepe ſtedfaſtly the Catholike 
or univerſall Faith: nor to ſuffer 
his chikdren to doe wickedly : 
to beſtow certaine hourecs dai- 
y. in prayer, not to eate and 
rinke out of ſeaſon. Fer woe be 
ro that land, (as the Prophet 
faith) whoſe King js « childe, and 


whoſe 
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whoſe great men doe riſe up cap! 
to egnd drinke. Je uy J* 
The keeping of theſe things 
maketh a kingdome. in this 
world to be proſperous, and at. 
eerward bringeth the king him. 
ſelfe to a more excellent and 
royall kingdome.. But hee that 
ruleth and governcth not his 
Kingdome after this preſcript, 
doth maintain, ſuffer and beare 
many cvils , inconveniences, 
and adverlſities in his Realme, 
whetciato itfalleth for the lack 
of 'goodrule. Becauſe often. 
times. hereby, the peace and 
tranquillity of the pcople is 
broken, and the Realme evil 
ſpoken of, the fruits of the 
oround arc diminiſhed, and the 
5round 
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gronnd made barc, and finally, 
i cauſcth the people to be neg- 
ligent in doing their duty. 
Many and ſundry ſores doc 
infet a Realme, and hindereth 


| the proſperous weale thereof, 


Thedeath and lofle of friends 
and children, doe. bring ſad- 
neſſe and heavinefle unto mens 
hearts, for when enemies doe 
invade the Countrey, they 
waſte and impoveriſh the land 
on all ſides, they ſtay upthe 
Cattell great and ſmall. ' A» 
gaine, troubleſome weather 
and great winds , doe hinder 
the growth and increaſe of the 
oround : it makethalſo the Sea 
as troubled and unable to doe 
lervice, yea, often-times blaſts 

and 
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and lightnings wither the corne 
@n'the ground, and blofſoms 
on, the trees.” | But above all 
things, the uhirightcouſnefſe of 
a King, doth make darke and 
onda the face of his' whole 
Realme : being the cauſe often 
times (through his iniquity and 
wicked government) that his 
Nephewes, yea, nor his'chil- 
dren after him, doe inherit the 
Crowne of their Father.

T He tenthabuſe , 1s anegk. 

gent Biſhop, which gapeth 
ambitiouſly. to bee honoured 
and reverenced as a Biſhop : 
but doth not the office, ' mini. 
ſtration and duty of a Biſhop in 
the fight of God: whoſe mel- 


ſage 
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ſage hee is commanded to doe. 
Therefore let us firſt demand 
and caquire, what is meant b 
the name and vocable Biſhop, 
which is a Grecke word, and is 
as much toſay, as a man fſetin 
a high place, to looke farre off 
and round about him, as out of 
an high Tower.

ſhall the ſame ungodly may dyt in
